these men of science. Chemists usually work in laboratories, experiment: 
ing and testing to determine the physical properties of natural substances.

During the 
flight, the stewardess serves food and beverages and generally sees to 
the welfare of the passengers. Should a passenger become ill, she can help 
with minor care and medication. At the end of the flight,-she must file a 
flight report. The duties of a stewardess are strenuous, but it is ideal 
work for those who love to travel. Salaries start at about $420 a month, 
with excellent opportunity for advancement.
